tor Gorman's opposition to the bill as 
it came from the house. 


The democrats have be&un to renew 


their agitation for'the enactment of a 
currency bill. A proposition was made 
Tuesday morning in the meeting of the 
senate finance committee for the issue 
of a temporary loan. 


Within a week there will' be- an or- 


ganized effort on the part of the lead- 
ers in the house to get some kind of "a 
currency bill up and bring it to a vote. 
In the meantime, the silver senators at 
the other end of the capitol look on
